Gentlemen^ 

I beg  to  present  to  you,  as  Medieal  Offieer  of 
Health,  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  eonditions 
and  requirements  of  the  District. 

Included  in  the  Report  are  the  various  Tables 
of  Statistics  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 


REPORT. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  District 
remains  good,  as  might  be  expected  in  a District 
so  favorably  situated,  with  no  crowded  manu- 
facturing areas,  and  with  a population  mainly 
devoted  to  Agricultural  pursuits. 

The  death-rate,  though  somewhat  above  the 
average  for  the  District,  is  only  13*4  per  1,000  living, 
calculated  on  the  estimated  population,  and  is 
probably  lower  on  the  actual  population  which 
will  be  determined  at  the  coming  census. 
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Unfortunately  the  falling  off  in  the  birth-rate 
continues,  and  the  present  year  has  given  the 
lowest  birth-rate  yet  recorded  in  the  District.  A 
birth-rate  of  l6‘8  may  be  some  indication  of  the 
withdrawal  of  young  married  people  to  the  more 
remunerative  employments  of  the  Town. 

Together  with  the  falling  birth-rate  is  a sadly 
increased  Infant  Mortality  rate.  This  has  estab- 
lished a record  for  the  District  of  138*3  per  1,000 
births.  There  appears  no  definite  explanation 
forthis,andit  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  circumstances 
are  exceptional. 

The  Zymotic  death  - rate  has  been  nil. 
Epidemic  diseases  have  not  been  prevalent,  al- 
though six  deaths  were  recorded  as  being  due  to 
Influenza.  One  school  has  been  closed  on  account 
of  an  outbreak  of  Measles. 

Inspection  by  Veterinary  Surgeon  of  the  herds 
of  milch  cows  in  the  District  continues  with  satis- 
factory results.  wSome  few  cow  sheds  in  the 
District  still  do  not  come  up  to  the  minimum 
standard  of  sanitation  that  should  be  demanded, 
and,  failing  compliance  with  the  orders  issued  by 
the  Council,  action  should  be  taken  to  enforce 
them. 

Building  continues  at  a somewhat  rapid  rate, 
and  under  the  capable  supervision  of  the  Building 
Surveyor  the  erection  of  worthless  houses,  even 
though  complying  with  the  Building  Bye-laws,  is 
to  an  extent  minimised.  Nuisances  less  frequently 
arise  in  connection  with  inadequate  means  of 
sewage  disposal.  It  is  regrettable  that  in  unsew- 
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ered  portions  of  the  District,  where  building  of 
this  sort  is  going  on,  there  should  be  no  power  on 
the  part  of  a Sanitary  Authority  to  insist  on  the 
erection  of  earth  closets.  In  sparsely  populated 
areas  where  the  water  supply  is  mainly  by  wells, 
any  system  of  water-borne  sewage  removal,  ex- 
cept of  the  most  perfect  and  expensive  type,  is 
bound  sooner  or  later  to  lead  to  recurrent  nuisance 
and  ultimate  danger. 

The  water  supplies  under  the  supervision  and 
control  of  the  Council  have  been  adequate  and  of 
good  quality.  Most  of  the  new  buildings  erected 
come  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  urban 
authorities  and  have  received  water  direct  from 
the  mains.  This  easy  access  to  an  abundance  of 
water  though  admirable  in  itself,  yet  tends  to  add 
to  the  difficulty,  in  many  areas,  of  proper  sewage 
disposal,through  the  excess  of  water-borne  sewage. 

So  far  but  little  advantage  has  been  gained 
by  the  observance  of  The  Public  Health  (Tuber- 
culosis) regulations.  Some  future  reward  may  be 
anticipated  from  the  instructions  given  to  the 
poorer  classes  in  the  matter  of  prevention,  but  at 
present  without  the  removal  of  those  affected 
very  little  can  be  done  in  the  surroundings  in 
which  most  of  these  cases  notified  are  found  to 
be  living. 

The  sewerage  works  at  Shurdington  and 
Prestbury  work  efficiently  and  receive  proper 
attention.  At  Prestbury,  the  necessity  of  a relief 
sewer  makes  itself  felt,  and  the  necessary  steps 
are  being  taken  to  present  a scheme  that  shall  be 
adequate  to  remedy  the  difficulty  that  now  exists 
in  the  disposal  of  the  excess  of  storm  water. 
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During  the  past  year  the  attention  of  the 
Council  has  again  been  drawn  to  the  difficulties 
in  the  way  of  the  proper  disposal  of  house  refuse 
and  to  the  nuisances  constantly  arising  in  this 
respect.  The  matter  will  be  laid  before  the 
Council  in  the  near  future  in  the  form  of  a special 
report. 

The  schools  in  the  District  have  in  most 
instances  been  brought  up  to  that  standard  of 
sanitation  that  should  be  the  first  care  of  the 
school  authorities.  One  school,  however,  lags 
behind,  and  it  is  regrettable  that  the  Council  has 
so  far  nof  taken  action  to  enforce  the  minimum 
requirements  of  its  officers.  Regulations  with 
regard  to  the  spread  of  Infectious  disease  in 
schools  are  in  force  and  are  properly  observed. 

So  far  as  the  provisions  of  the  Diphtheria 
Antitoxin  Order  1910  are  applicable  to  the  District 
they  have  been  adopted  and  in  some  instances 
have  been  of  service. 

Systematic  inspections  are  carried  out  by 
your  officers.  The  routine  work  of  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  is  most  thorough  and  satisfactory. 
The  amount  of  work  falling  on  your  officers  in 
respect  to  the  provisions  of  the  Housing,  Town 
Planning  Act,  has  greatly  increased  during  the 
past  year.

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The  population  estimated  on  the 
basis  of  increase  given  in  the  1891 — 1901 
census  period  is  4,685,  and  on  this  es- 
timated population  the  mortality  and 
births  rates  are  calculated.  There  is  every 
probability  that  the  census  number  for 
1911  will  be  in  excess  of  the  estimated 
population. 


The  average  natural  increase  of  pop- 
ulation in  the  increase  of  births  over 
deaths  is  about  30  per  annum.  The 
natural  increase  for  the  year  1910  is 
16  only. 


Of  the  79  births  registered,  3 were  of 
illegitimate  children.  Of  the  total,  51 
were  of  male  and  28  of  female  children. 
The  number  of  births  is  the  lowest  yet 
recorded  in  the  District. 


With  the  low  record  of  births,  the 
birth-rate  has  fallen  to  l6‘8,  which  is  the 
lowest  birth-rate  yet  recorded  in  the 
District  and  below  the  alreadylowaverage 
for  the  last  ten  years. 


Eleven  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year  old  were  registered.  Of  these,  4 
were  of  children  prematurely  born  or 
with  congenital  defects.  The  percen- 
tage of  infant  deaths  to  total  births  is

I3“9,  and  the  infantile  mortality  per  1,000 
births  registered  is  138*3,  being  consider- 
ably higher  than  the  average  of  72*5  on 
the  same  basis  for  the  previous  ten  years, 
and  the  highest  yet  recorded  for  the 
District. 


Of  the  residents  within  the  District, 
63  died,  and  of  these  58  were  registered 
within  the  District,  and  5 outside. 


The  63  deaths  were  divided  between 
males  and  females  in  the  proportion  of 
35  of  the  former  to  28  of  the  latter.  One 
death  was  attributed  to  accident,  and  3 to 
suicide. 


Excluding  deaths  due  to  accident, 
suicide,  and  premature  births,  the  true 
death-rate  of  the  District  is  11*9.  The 
death-rate  at  all  ages  and  from  all  causes 
is  13*4  and  is  somewhat  higher  than  the 
average  rate  for  the  previous  ten  years. 


The  average  age  at  death  of  those 
surviving  the  first  year  was  63  for  the 
males,  and  67  for  the  females. 


Of  those  dying  I was  over  90,  II  over 
80,  17  over  70,  and  6 over  60. 

Fourteen  were  of  young  people  under 
5 years  of  age.

Diseases  of  the 
Respiratory 
System 


Five  deaths  were  registered  as  being 
due  to  Cancer  at  the  age  respectively  of 
67,  72,  80,  54,  49.  All  were  residents  in 
the  vale  parishes.  The  percentage  of 
deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  total  number 
of  deaths  was  7*8  giving  a mortality  rate 
of  1*0  per  1,000  at  all  ages  living. 


No  death  was  returned  as  being  due 
to  Phthisis,  and  only  two  were  notified 
under  the  order,  an  administrative 
measure  against  Tuberculosis. 


Three  deaths  however  occurred  from 
Tuberculous  disease  other  than  Phthisis, 
at  the  age  respectively  of  43,  73,  and 
7 months. 

Ten  deaths  were  registered  as  due 
directly  to  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  and 
Pleurisy.  Six  other  deaths  occurred  from 
affections  of  chest  associated  with  Influ- 
enza as  the  primary  cause.  The  differen- 
tiation between  influenzal  and  pneumo- 
coccal infection  is  so  indefinite  that  all 
have  been  included  as  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  system. 

The  mortality  rate,  with  these  inclu- 
sions, appears  therefore  higher  than 
hitherto,  amounting  as  it  does  to  3*4  per 
1,000  at  all  ages  living,  with  a percentage 
of  25  of  the  total  number  of  deaths 
registered.

Included  with  diseases  of  the  heart 
must  be  those  cases  returned  as  being  due  to 
cerebral  hemorrhage.  The  total  of  these 
is  14,  being  22%  of  the  total  deaths,  and 
giving  a mortality  rate  of  2*9  per  1,000  of 
all  ages  living. 


No  death  occurred  as  the  result  of 
any  Zymotic  disease,  nor  were  Zymotic 
diseases  prevalent  during  the  year. 


Seventeen  notifications  of  infectious 
disease  were  received  with  two  others 
.under  the  Tuberculosis  regulations. 


Four  of  the  notifications  referred  to 
Erysipelas.  Six  were  of  cases  of  Diphth- 
eria, and  6 of  Scarlet  Fever. 


An  isolated  case  of  Enteric  was  no- 
tified. Five  cases  were  treated  in  Isola- 
tion Hospital,  2 of  Diphtheria  and  3 of 
Scarlet  Fever. 
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Vaccination 


The  returns  furnished  to  me  by  the 
Vaccination  Officer  continue  to  shew 
that  the  number  of  unvaccinated  infants 
increases  to  a serious  extent.  During  the 
year  75  infants  were  registered.  During 
the  same  period,  31  exemptions  were 
obtained  on  the  score  of  conscientious 
objections,  4 left  the  District  and  6 died. 

The  certificates  of  successful  vaccina- 
tion amounted  to  30,  being  only  40%  of  the 
number  registered. 

For  the  5 years  past  the  number  of 
children  legally  allowed  to  go  unpro- 
tected amounts  to  a very  considerable 
proportion  of  the  number  born  and  living. 

From  a purely  economic  point  of 
view  it  would  cost  the  Council  consider- 
ably more  to  isolate  and  maintain  three 
smallpox  cases  than  to  pay  for  the  effici- 
ent protection  of  those  who  at  any  time 
might  become  a menace  to  the  community.

Badgeworth 
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The  parish  is  of  3,33/  acres,  lying  in 
the  valley  on  more  or  less  clay  soil 
throughout.  The  population  is  of  838,  in 
198  inhabited  buildings.  It  is  the  second 
parish  in  point  of  acreage  and  population. 

Sewage  disposal  is  by  cesspools,  mid- 
den-privies,  and  occasional  water  closets. 
No  system  of  sewerage  or  organised 
drainage  has  yet  been  undertaken. 

Water  supply  is  in  parts  from  the 
public  mains,  in  others  from  spring  water, 
under  the  control  of  the  Council,  but 
mainly  from  shallow  wells  and  rain  water. 
The  former  are  liable  to  surface  pollution 
and  the  latter  is  stored  in  receptacles 
which  are  not  readily  accessible  for 
cleansing  purposes. 

Twelve  deaths  occurred  among  the 
residents,  3 of  which  were  from  suicide 
and  two  from  Cancer.  Two  deaths  of 
children  under  I year  were  certified. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  Infec- 
tious disease. 

New  drains  in  parts  have  been  in- 
spected. Cowsheds  have  been  brought 
up  to  regulations,  though  one  at  least 
remains  still  unsatisfactory.  Nuisances 
have  been  reported  and  remedied. 

Repairs  have  been  undertaken  in 
connection  with  the  water  supply. 

Certain  defects  in  the  sanitary  ar- 
rangements at  the  school  were  remedied. 
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Cowley 


Cobberley 


An  Agricultural  parish  with  an  acre- 
age of  1,898,  situated  on  the  hill.  Popu- 
lation 269  in  65  inhabited  houses.  Includes 
Cowley  village,  Stockwell,  and  part  of 
Birdlip.  Water  supply  from  shallow 
wells  or  springs,  with  the  exception  of  the 
portion  of  Birdlip  which  has  a public 
water  supply.  The  disposal  of  sewage  is 
by  cesspits  and  middens. 

Only  I death  occurred  in  the  parish. 
One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified. 
Minor  nuisances  have  been  remedied. 
Cowsheds  have  been  altered  to  comply 
with  regulations. 

An  Agricultural  parish  adjoining 
Cowley  and  like  it  situated  on  the  Cots- 
wolds,  has  an  acreage  of  3,639.  Popula- 
tion 269  in  75  inhabited  houses.  Includes 
Cobberley  village,  Ullenwood,  Seven 
Springs,  Salterley,  and  Upper  Cobberley. 

The  water  supply  is  entirely  by  wells 
and  springs,  and  the  sewage  disposal  is 
by  cesspools,  midden-privies,  and  in  the 
village  itself  occasional  W.C.'s. 

Six  deaths,  4 of  which  were  of  infants 
under  I year,  were  registered.  Three 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  and  were 
removed  to  Hospital. 

The  Infant  mortality  during  the  last 
5 years  has  been  higher  than  in  any  other 
parish,  and  during  the  last  14  years  the 
infectious  diseases  notified  have  been 
nearly  a fourth  of  the  total  for  the  whole 
District.

Nuisances  in  the  Parish  constantly 
arise  from  the  improper  keeping  of  pigs. 
The  condition  of  the  school  sanitary 
arrangements  have  been  repeatedly  re- 
ported as  unsatisfactory.  The  water 
supply  comes  from  the  rock  clay  on 
which  the  whole  village  stands,  and  is 
taken  generally  at  a lower  level  than  the 
village  itself.  No  general  system  of 
drainage  prevails. 


Nuisances  have  been  remedied  and 
others  reported,  and  orders  served  for 
necessary  attention.  Defects  in  water 
supply  and  drainage  are  receiving  atten- 
tion. Disinfection  of  premises  have  been 
made  and  Cowsheds  have  been  altered 
and  inspected. 


An  Agricultural  parish,  situated  on 
the  crest  and  slope  of  the  Cotswolds,  has 
an  acreage  of  942.  Population  126  in 
28  inhabited  houses.  The  water  supply 
is  from  the  Birdlip  water  supply  and  from 
wells  and  springs.  There  are  W.C.'s,  but 
cesspools  and  midden-privies  are  the  chief 
means  of  sewage  disposal. 


Only  I death  occurred  during  the 
year,  and  no  case  of  infectious  malady 
was  notified. 


The  water  supply  from  Birdlip  reser- 
voir has  been  found  adequate  and  good. 
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Leckhampton 


Prestbury 


Partly  Agricultural,  partly  Residen- 
tial, situated  on  the  rising  ground  towards 
the  hills,  adjoins  the  borough,  and  is  in 
character  suburban.  Has  an  acreage  of 
1,289  with  a population  of  358  in  74  in- 
habited houses. 

The  lower  portion  of  the  parish  is 
sewered  to  the  urban  mains,  and  has  the 
urban  water  supply.  The  rest  of  the  parish 
is  supplied  by  wells  and  springs,  and  dis- 
poses of  its  sewage  in  cesspools  and 
midden-privies. 


Six  deaths  of  individuals  over  60 
years  of  age  were  registered. 


Two  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified,  one  being  a case  of  Erysipelas. 

Buildings  have  increased.  Cowsheds 
and  dairies  have  been  inspected,  and 
alterations  carried  out  according  to  regu- 
lations. Drainage  and  water  supply  to 
new  buildings  tested  and  approved. 


Mainly  residential,  partly  Agricul- 
tural, situated  at  the  foot  of  the  hills, 
partly  in  clay,  adjoins  the  borough  and  is 
suburban  in  character.  The  acreage  of 
the  parish  is  2,378  with  a population  of 
1,393  in  305  inhabited  houses.  It  includes 
the  village  of  Prestbury  and  Marie  Hill. 
The  most  populated  areas  are  Prestbury 
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Road,  Swindon  Lane,  Noverton,  Corona- 
tion Road,  Oakland  Avenue,  Shaw  Green, 
and  New  Barn  Lane.  The  water  supply 
in  the  village  and  suburban  parts  is  from 
the  urban  water  supply,  elsewhere  by 
springs  and  wells.  The  greater  part  of 
the  parish  has  W.C.'^s,  and  is  efficiently 
sewered  ; a portion  still  disposes  of  its 
sewage  by  cesspools  and  midden-privies. 


Nineteen  deaths  occurred,  two  of 
which  were  from  tubercular  disease,  and 
two  were  of  infants  under  one  year,  giving 
a death-rate  of  137  per  1,000  for  the 
parish.  Three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  3 
of  Diphtheria,  and  I of  Erysipelas  were 
notified. 


Cowsheds  in  the  parish  have  been 
inspected,  and  where  necessary  structural 
alterations  made.  The  sewage  vrorks  kept 
under  supervision.  New  buildings  are 
rapidly  being  erected,  and  much  work 
with  regard  to  drainage  and  sewerage 
undertaken.  Nuisances  as  far  as  possible 
remedied,  but  with  regard  to  those 
arising  from  disposal  of  house  refuse, 
further  action  is  necessary 

Premises  have  been  cleansed,  water 
supplies  examined  and  where  necessary, 
altered. 

The  school  sanitary  arrangements 
have  been  inspected  and  repairs  effected. 
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Shurdington 


Staverton 


An  Agricultural  parish  situated  in 
the  valley.  Acreage  l,o68.  Population 
447  in  94  inhabited  dwellings.  It  includes 
Shurdington  village  and  that  of  Little 
Shurdington.  There  is  no  public  water 
supply  beyond  the  village  pump.  The 
greater  part  of  the  village  is  sewered,  the 
sewage  disposal  field  being  within  the 
parish  itself.  W.C.’s  in  the  village  only, 
elsewhere  sewage  is  disposed  of  in  midden- 
privies  and  cesspools. 


Four  deaths  occurred,  3 were  of  in- 
dividuals over  80  years  of  age. 

No  infectious  diseases  were  notified. 

The  sewage  works  have  been  in- 
spected, and  some  minor  improvements 
effected.  Cowsheds  have  been  altered  to 
comply  with  the  regulations.  Some 
nuisances  reported  have  been  remedied. 
Buildings  are  not  increasing  in  the  parish. 
Instructions  have  been  given  with  regard 
to  some  in  a dangerous  condition. 

An  Agricultural  parish,  lying  entirely 
in  the  valley  on  clay  soil.  Has  an  acreage 
of  1,022.  Population  413  in  89  inhabited 
dwellings.  It  includes  the  villages  of 
Staverton,  Staverton  Bridge,  and  the 
Golden  Valley.  The  Village  is  drained 
by  main  drainage  to  carry  away  slop 
water  only.  Sewage  disposal  is  by  cess- 
pools, midden-privies,  and  a few  W.C.’s. 
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Swindon 


The  water  supply  is  entirely  by  wells. 

The  deaths  of  3 individuals  over  70 
years  of  age  were  registered. 

No  infectious  diseases  occurred. 

The  death-rate  for  the  parish  is 
lower  than  usual.  No  special  complaints 
have  arisen  in  the  parish  from  the  sewage 
irrigation  area.  The  gut  factory  in  the 
parish  has  been  inspected  and  some 
structural  alterations  made. 

Some  nuisances  from  pollution  of 
road-side  ditches  have  been  remedied  and 
repair  and  drainage  of  cottages  have  been 
supervised. 

An  Agricultural  Parish  of  730  acres. 
Population  233  in  57  inhabited  dwellings. 
Water  supply  mainly  by  wells,  with  a 
public  supply  from  well  and  pump. 

Sewage  disposal  by  W.C.'s,  midden- 
privies,  and  cesspools. 

Seven  deaths  occurred.  Of  these,  I 
was  due  to  accident.  Three  were  regis- 
tered as  being  due  to  Cancer,  2 were  of 
infants  under  I year  from  tubercular 
disease  and  Erysipelas  respectively. 

Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  2 of 
Erysipelas  were  notified. 

The  more  recently  erected  dwellings 
in  the  parish  prove  a source  of  consider- 
able trouble  from  the  difficulty  of  proper- 
ly disposing  of  the  water-borne  sewage. 
Nuisances  from  overflowing  cesspits  are 
of  constant  recurrence. 
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Uckington 


Drains  have  been  tested  and  exam- 
ined, Cowsheds  reconstructed  and  im- 
proved. Nuisances  from  faulty  cesspits 
and  choked  drains  remedied.  Water  from 
doubtful  sources  examined  and  reported 
on.  Disinfection  of  premises  done. 
Nuisances  from  fouled  ditches  and  im- 
perfect slop  water  arrangements  have 
been  rectified,  and  supervision  given  to 
the  water  supply  under  the  Council’s 
control. 

Cowsheds  in  the  parish  have  been 
brought  up  to  the  standard  of  the  regu- 
lations adopted. 

An  Agricultural  parish,  lying  in  the 
valley  on  clay  soil.  Has  an  acreage  of 
884.  Population  124  in  33  houses.  Water 
supply  from  wells.  There  are  stand  pipes 
supplying  water  from  urban  water  mains. 
Sewage  disposal  by  cesspools  and  midden- 
privies. 


One  death  from  Pneumonia  was 
registered. 


No  infectious  disease  notified. 


Cesspools  of  cottages  have  been 
cleaned  and  nuisances  therefrom  abated. 


Pollution  of  roadside  ditches  has 
been  temporarily  checked.

An  Agricultural  parish,  situated  in 
the  valley.  Has  an  acreage  of  538  and  a 
population  of  I13  in  22  houses. 

Water  supply  from  urban  councihs 
public  mains. 

Two  deaths  at  80  years  of  age  and  I 
of  an  infant  under  I year. 


No  infectious  disease  notified. 

Cowsheds  altered  and  improved  in 
conformity  with  regulations. 

The  only  slaughter-house  in  the 
district,  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 

Nuisances  from  overfiowing  cesspools 
and  drainage  of  house  going  to  road-side 
ditch  have  been  remedied. 


Inspections  of  the  Bakehouses  and 
Slaughter-house  in  the  District  have  been 
made,  and  the  conditions  reported  on. 

In  many  cases  other  than  in  water  supplies 
to  new  buildings, examination  of  water  supplies 
has  been  made.  In  several  instances  where 
the  supply  has  been  considered  unsafe,  a 
better  supply  from  the  mains  has  been  readily 
substituted. 
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New  Buildings  Forty  new  houses  have  been  built,  and 

plans  amounting  to  ninety-eight  have'  been 
approved.  Of  these,  43  have  been  connected 
with  public  supply  of  water.  The  Surveyor 
expresses  regret  that  no  power  is  given  to  him, 
provided  the  Building  Bye-laws  are  carried 
out  to  the  letter,  to  refuse  to  certify  houses 
constructed  of  inferior  materials  and  of  im- 
perfect workmanship.

In  reply  to  your  letter,  I may  state  that 
during  the  last  year  I made  periodical  Inspection  of 
the  Dairies  ; and  I found  a decided  improvement 
since  my  first  round,  there  being  fewer  Cows  unfit 
for  Dairy  purposes,  and  the  conditions  under  which 
they  were  kept  were  certainly  better. 

I think  we  may  consider,  that  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  supply  of  milk  from  the  Dairies  under 
the  control  of  the  Cheltenham  Rural  Council  are 
fairly  satisfactory,  and  getting  better  each  year.”
